TURKS AND GERMANS. 


A neutral observer, describing in The Times 
to-day what be saw of the Turks before their 
attempt on Egypt, says :—-One of the most strik- 
ing features of all the preparations was the fact 
that the Germans never to the slightest degree 
fraternised with the Turks. The German soldiers 
were well fed and clothed. Their commissariat 
was run on thorough Prussian lines, and the men 
wanted for nothing. They had plenty of medi- 
cal stores and doctors to look after them. With 
their unfortunate allies it was exactly the op-. 
posite. ‘Their stores were always low, and they 
had almost entirely run out of drugs 
and dressings and all medical neces- 
sities In this respect they were, 
and still are, in a desperate plight. The Ger- 
mans did nothing to help them. The Turkish 
troops made a strange contrast to the Prus- 
sians. The Ottoman soldiers were, many of 
them, in rags, and without any semblance of 
uniform. The German and the Turkish camps 
might have been at the opposite ends of the 
earth as far as any communication between the 
two was concerned. The Germans never mix 
with the Turks, and any attempts at familiarity 
are strongly discountenanced by them.

serpentine Isonzo, the bluest of rivers. Here 
we left our car in hiding, and walked home- 
wards under cover, and sometimes in the open, 
to the lower bridge. which the Italian 
engineers, with wonderful promptness, have 
already repaired. On our way we ex- 
amined the Itelian and Avetrian trenches, 
which for many months had been 
within speaking distance of each other. So ac- 
curate was the Italian artillery fire that while 
their own trenches, neatly lined with steel lat- 
tice work, new to me, were intact, those of the 
enemy, which appear to be lined with a kind of 
basket work, such as is often seen in the Tirol, 
were almost as badly smashed as the German 
trenches on the Somme. On our left rose 
Monte Sabotino, the kev to the whole formid- 
able bridgehead of Gorizia. When on Sunday 
last it was taken by the Italians, its loss, com- 
bined with the terrific bombardment that has 
so sadly marred the charm of Goriszia, caused 
the Austrians to flee... There is a joyousness in. 
accompanying the Italian. Army in its progress, 
and a strange sense of pleasure in being in the 
enemy’¢ own city, which he thought impreg- 
acble. But even in this part of Austria Hun 
kultur hes left its familiar mark on architec- 
tural style, a mark as familiar as 
his advertisement, familiar as his beer. 
The good folks of Gorizia were plucking up

“ SETTLEMENT.” 


EVERYONE GLAD THAT IT IS OFF. 


Last evening, under the auspices of the 
United Irish League, Mr. Pr J. Brady, M.I., 
addressed a latge and representative meeting 
of his constituents in Donnybrook. Dealing 
with the abortive attempt of a settlement ot 
the Irish question, Mr. Brady said one more hes 
been added to the long list óf England's broken 
pledges to Ireland.

They 
knew that the Home Rule Act was on the 
Statute Book, and that it must automatically 
come into operation. at the end of the war. 
The Prime Minister paid his visit to Ireland, 


and a few days after hiá return to London he | 


made a statement in the House of Commons 
whieh completely changed the political situe- 
tion. He. led them to believe that the 
machinery of Dublin Castle government had 
disappeared for ever. He assured his hearers 
that everybody whom he met whilst in Ireland. 
was anxious for a settlement of the Home 
Rule controversy. But more important than 
all, Mr. ‘Asquith laid it. down with every ap- 
parent sign of earfestdess and conviction that 
an agreement was of paramount importance. in 
this great domestic and Imperial emergeney. 
Thus began the famous negotiations. They 
were all familiar with the history of them: 
Then Lord Lansdowne made his re 
markable speech, and the settlement was 
blown to the winds. Well, the settlement wis 
off, and there was not an Irishman jin thee 
langth and breadth (of Ireland who régr?*ted 
it.

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RECRUITING IN IRELAND. 
Letter from Captain Gwynn; M.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.

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THE AMERICAN OPTLOOK, 


The one thing common to the two ad- 
mirable books by Dr. Usher and Mr. Sher- 
rill is the clear vision of the authors. 
Most of us are so much occupied with the 
present. that we have little time and less 
thought for the future. We feel vaguely 
that everything will be different after the 
war, though how or why we do not trouble 
to think. Dr. Usher longs to the rare 
class of the prophets. Before the out- 

of this war he so fully vay Sw the 
conditions of life in Germany that he made 
all the readers of his book on “ Pan-Ger- 
manism ” realise that war was inevitably 
coming, As he was once quite right about 
the future, we feel the more inclined to 
ive credence to his illuminating work on 

e prospects of his native country. We 
see once more that the size of the United 
States has not prevented parochialism on 
the part of the people. It is not a little 
odd to call Brother Jonathan provincial, yet 
such is the indictment that the author 
prefers against him. No American can 
read his first chapter without grave search- 
ing of heart, 

r. Usher foresees much trouble to his 
own country in the probable exclusion of 
its merchants from the markets of un- 
civilised lands. One of the few certain 
results of the war is the throw-back given 
to Free Trade. The Monroe Doctrine is 


also a source of danger, as it means that | 


the United States must adopt an aggres- 
sive policy towards any European Power 
which tries to gain control in any South 
American State. On this point Mr. Sher- 
rill is as emphatic as Dr. Usher. -Pan- 
Americanism is an excellent conception for 
the natives of the United States, but is it 

nite so excellent for the inhabitants of 
Brazil? There are not a few signs that 
the Monroe Doctrine and its implications 
will find foes not merely in Germany, but 
also in South America. Just as we feel 
that we cannot endure the domination in 
Europe of the Germans, so some—and 
these we think, a ‘growing number—re- 
sent the idea that the United States is a 
kind Of patron State while they are 
simply elignt States. There is, indeed, as 
Mr. Sherrill pleads, need for modernising 
the Monroe Doctrine, but the modernisin 
takes very different forms in the brain o 
the President of Brazil and in that of 
President. Wilson. One of the most elo- 
quent speeches to which we ever listened 
was that of a Brazilian Minister, in which 
he maintained that his country was as 
really independent of North America as it 
was of England. 

Mr. Sherrill has been Minister to Argen- 
tina, and we can, therefore, assume that 
he knows at first hand the state of feeling 
in South America. His book is intro- 
duced by Dr. N. M. Butler, who occupies 
as distinguished a place as his namesake 
does in our own Cambridge. As this in- 
troduction epitomises for us the main idea 
of Mr. Sherrill’s book, we quote it: “ By 
means of joint mediation by American re- 
Fag concludes Dr. Butler, “it (i.e, 

’an-Americanism) has already prevented a 
conflict between the United States and 
Mexico, and upon that achievement, as a 
base, let us erect a completed triangle, 
whose easterly side shall protect us from 
future friction with Europe, and whose 
westerly side shall ensure peace on the 
Pacific ; thus shall we have a Pan-Amerti- 
can triangle for Peace. The responsibility 
for Pan-Americanism is a continental one. 
The responsibility for the Monroe Doc- 
trine will always be peculiarly our own, 
though it may be shared in by others. To- 
gether they should be guaranteed by a 
strong navy both in the Atlantic and the 


Wacific Oceans, and by an adequate army, 


with a citizen reserve trained. as are the 
peaceloving Swiss.” To anyone who 
wishes to grasp the gravity of these pro- 
posals we commend Mr. Sherrill’s 
volume. Tí he cares to see them discussed 
from another point of view, Jet him turn 
to the biography of John Hay which Mr. 
Thayer has given us. It is one of the 
most important biographies, English or 
American, of the last ten years, and has 
already taken a place as the standard 
work. 

Perhaps, it is the attitude of his coun- 
try to the war that makes Dr. Usher 
anxious to analyse fundamental American 
interests. It is well to see an American 
author defining humanity and justice in 
terms of the ideals of his fellow-country 
men. It is also well to see that he does 
not reckon the prosperity of the present 
as indispensable. Nations, after all, my 
sell their soul for a mess of pottage. Ile 
is on firm ground when he reckons the 
price of isolation, the inexpediency of in- 
dependence, and the imperativeness of a 
foreign alliance. Naturally we are glad to 
note that Great Britain is the only Power 
with whom he feels that his country can 
conclude an alliance. The whole chapter 
on this question deserves repeated study, 
Dr. Usher urges that his country should 
wor compete with us at sea, and his rea- 
sons are cogent.

A GREAT REFORMER, 


Mrs. Adrian Porter, daugliter of the late 
Sir John Henniker Heaton, has written a 
very agreeable volume of reminiscences 
round the rson of her father. Like 
TA M.A - is called throughout the 
book, his daughter loves a story, is full of 
bonhome. and abounds in good-natured 
gossip. One misses, however, the deeper 
things without which no life-story satisfies 
the reader's curiosty to know a man as he 
is, and not merely as he seems. 

Henniker Heaton isa conspicuous 
-xamn'e of what may be accomplished by a 
man of moderate abilities who concentrates 
om one thing.

“In 
my opibion, said Earl Curzon, “ the work 
of Sir John Henniker Heaton has done 
more to draw the Empire together than all 
the speeches of all the statesmen on both 
sides of the ocean.’’ The late Lord Salis- 
bury stated the same opinion, with that 
soupcon of satire which tin all his 
utterances, when he presented “ H. H.” to 
Lady Salisbury as “a supporter of mine 
who is engaged in sticking the Empire 
together with a penny stamp. ' Henniker 


- Heaton had several substantial advantages 


for his life work. He enjoyed vigorous 
health. He had a native geniality that 
secured him the friendship of al] sorts of 
people. He was in the enjoyment of 
peg, Pay vem derived from his father-in- 
law, Mr. Sam del Bennett, proprietor of the 
Australian Town and Cowntry Journal, and 
he was most fortunate in his marriage. 
Add to these an unusual capacity for hard 
work, and tenacity of purpose, and we see 
that “H. Ii.” possessed the chief qualities 
for a useful and successful career.

A PRISONER IN AFRICA, 


This book represents the “plain un- 
varnished tale,” in diary form, of a pri- 
soner in the hands of the Germans in 
South-West Africa. Mr, Close became a 
member of the volunteer squadron of the 
8th Mounted Rifles in November, 1914, 
and took part in an abortive attempt to 
capture Kemp, one of the rebel leaders, 
after he had been hemmed in by the Union 
forces; Engaged on patrol duty, during a 
skirmish with the rebels the author was 
unlucky enough to become unsaddled. He 
hid himself, but, on hearing voices which 
he mistook for his cornrades’, disclosed his 
whereabouts and found himself in the 
encmy’s hands with some others of his 
squadron. They were brought as pri 
soners to German South-West Africa. They 
suffered much on that journey through an 
inhospitable land from lack of water. Their 
good boots and gaiters were taken by their 
captors. They were kept continually on 
the move, working at various jobs, but 
their guards were no hard taskmasters. 

The food question was the main trouble. 
Vegetables were hardly ever obtainable, 
and this lack made them fear scurvy. The 
food was seldom latable, yet they 
managed, by overcoming their _—, to 
get the better of their situation. e find 
them eating fried ‘goats’ blood and meal. 
The Germans insulted them by putting 
them under native guards and by allowing 
na:iv.s to oceupy their quarters when they 
themselves were at work. Various 
attempts at escape were made, for which 
the remaining prisoners were punished by 
being obliged to hand in their boots évery 
night. Three men who escaped had shock- 
ingly bad luck in being recaptured by the 
last picket between the Germans and Bri- 
tish. On being taken they were chained 
together. by the feet and forced to spend 
the night on a cement floor without 
blankets. The author tells us that the 
Germans prepared to arm 25,000 rebels. 
The failure of the rebellion must have been 
a bitter pill. So long ago as 1910 provi- 
sions, munitions, and stores had been sent 
into the country for the purpose of con- 
quering the Union. Tí there is one point 
which stands out in the narrative, it is the 
Germans’ inhuman conduct towards the 
native. The descriptions of the chained 
gangs and the excessive punishments are 
revolting, and thers is a story of two bush- 
men who were chained together to a tree 
and left until they died. After continual 
movings the prisoners were bronght to 
Tsumeb, the terminus of the Otavi line, 
where they remained until their release in 
July, 1915. They had been under the 
tender mercies of the Germans for six 
months.

TOY-MAKING. 


A subject which, in Ireland, suffers from 
almost complete neglect is educational 
handwork. Children’s brains are under- 
going constant education, but in almost all 
cases training to perform even the simplest 
manual work—much less that which re- 
quires the highest concentrated efforts of 
eyes, brain, and hands—is utterly ignored. 
Children are born with a desire to use all 
the forces with which nature has endowed 
them, yet as soon as they leave their kin- 
dergarten classes for school they are com- 
pelled to spend many hours a day, with 
their little Sedins full of pent up activity, 
in enforced, and oftep unnatural, quiet- 
ness, The natural desire to do something 
with their hands leads to endless misch: 
and fidgeting. A vast amount of useful 
energy is not only thrown away for the 
time being, but the possibility of training 
the young hands, brain, and observation is 
often irretrievably lost. “Toy-making in 
School and Home “ js the title of an ex- 
cellent volume by i. *K. Polkinghorne 
and M. I. R. Polkinghorne, which will 
give children something to do and to 
think about. The book is full of diagrams 
and instructions for making many fascinat- 
ing toys. The toys described have all been 
actually made by school children. In addi- 
tion to the diagrams there are photographs 
of pe toys and of all tools necessary 
for making the more advanced mechanical] 
toys. Many pages are given to the de- 
scrintion of toys which can be made from 
paner and cardboard—the only tool neces- 
sary is a pair of scissors. Tae introduction 
by R. Bassett, and the chapter on “ Toy- 
making and its educational possibilities,” 
will interest parents and teachers.

GROUP-CONSCIOUSNESS. 


This volume is a criticism of the theory 
of the nature of religion put forth by M.

It is asserted that 
there is a collective or group-consciousness 
‘resulting from the co-operation of indiv1- 
dual human beings, which has in turn 
laws of its own, laws which are not to be 
inferred from those of individual psycho- 
logy.’ It is further asserted that the 
main religious ideas or conceptions are 
products of the social consciousness, with- 
out independent individual validity, and 
without necessary objective reality. This is 
the theory which Mr. Webb examines and 
confutes. He has ar. easy task, and he 
does it well, but one :nay question whether 
it was worth while. Against the persistent 
fact of a profound inward and personal 
religious experience all such theories break 
in vain.

Srx,—Your article of this day’s date on re- 
eruiting is unpleasant reading for every Irish- 
. man whe is proud of his birthright. But was 
the recruiting carried out on suitable lines? 
Every country Irishman takes a great interest 
in. the doings of his local nobility and gentry. 
As most of “these men are serving, or have 
served, in the Army, had they been appointed 
to command local dépéts and camps, I feel quite 
sure that many more men would have joined 
than ever could have been persuaded to do so 
by professional recruiting officers, backed up by 
Committees that were not, and had no intention 
of, serving. 

It is too late now to do anything except by 
some form of compulsion. If Ireland is still to 
be: treated as the spoiled child (with the usual 
family result) of the Empire, and the Military 
Service Acts in existence in Great Britain are 
not to be applied to her, then at least the 
temporarily suspended Militia Act might be put 
into force, with liability to home service only. 
The men thus raised, if sent for garrison duty 
to England, would free more men for active 
service abroad. Matiy of the men, too, when 
away from their present sinister surroundings, 
and when they realised what their fellow-men 
were doing, would volunteer for active service, 
unless the fighting instinct of the Irishman is

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,— Your thoughtful article on the question 
of recruiting in Ireland should have the effect 
of arousing the military authorities, as well as 
the public, to a sense of their responsibility 
with regard to the recruiting question. The 
task of getting men in Ireland is not an easy 
one, but with systematic and discreet advertis- 
ing a good deal could be done. Since the be- 
ginning of the war the City and County of 
Dublin Recruiting Committee has, by steady 
and consistent work, produced excellent results, 
Indeed, Dublin has no reason to be ashamed 
of her response to the call for men. The 
formation of the Central Council for Recruiting 
extended the sphere of operations all over Lre- 
land, and I think it was a pity its career was 
suddenly cut short just as it had the ground 
prepared for a big campaign. Lord W\mborne 
then stepped in. His department was largely 
directed by Englishmen, whose want of know- 
ledge of the needs of this country naturally led 
them into errors. Some of the posters issued 
were repugnant to Irish feeling. The issue of 
telegrams to all men of military age was an 
obvious and mischievous error. 

You remark in your leading article that re- 
erniting has almost reached vanishing point. 
That is so, and why? If 1 open a big stores 
atid announce the faet by large posters on the 
walls and a series of full-page advertisements 
in the Zrish Times, Í may expect to do good 
business. But if I suddenly cease my advertis- 
ing, my returns wil! fall off. decordinglty. “This 
is so with recruiting. Since martial law was 
proclaimed recruiting meetings have been pro- 
hibited, although one of the very finest oppor- 
tunities was missed when, during the week 
after the rising, Sackville street was thronged 
with people—-people whose emotions were 
stirred by pity, by anger, by hurt pride, by a 
desire for vengeance. We had often spoken 
from our recruiting platforms of the ruins of 
Yores and Rheims. Yet here was our own city 
laid waste before our eyes. Surely no more 
eloquent appeal for reeruits could be made. If 
meetings had been held, I believe excellent re- 
sults would have followed. Indeed, during the 
week after the rising the recruiting returns 
were greater than during the week previous to 
the rising, 

But that is past. The question now is: what 
form the recruiting effort should take. In ‘a 
conversation a few days ago with Mr. William 
Johnson, of Newry, we agreed that something 
in the nature of a war exhibition would be the 
best means of attracting men to the ranks: 
(a) Exhibition of war trophies, (b) how Tommy 
is fed, (ce) the machine gun and its develop- 
ment, (d) improvement in aircraft construction, 
(ey). recreation at the front, (f) medica] treat- 
ment, etc A military tournament could be 
added, the preparation of which would not 
materially interfere with the training of troops. 

In dealing with recruitmg in Ireland we 
must be extremely patient. It is no use bully- 
ing. It is no use accusing men of cowardice. 
The Irishman is no more a coward than the 
Englishman. I think the rebellion proved that. 
It is elear that the so-called Sinn Friner does 
not hold back from lack of courage, but from 
a question of principle. He is, as a matter of 
fact, a conscientious objector so far as England 
is concerned. I do not think we can hope to 
convert him to our idea of justice and common- 
sense, but there are thousands of others who 
hang back simply because they do not think 
they are really wanted, and we will not get 
them unless we are prepared to advertise and 
send our commerciol travellers, in the form of 
recruiting officers, around.—Yours, etc.,

Sin,—I have read with great interest 
“ Girondin’s ' letter in your issue of the 7th 
instant, and, like him, think that, thanks to 
the spirit in which you write, the situation is 
not without hape. But “ Girondin ’’ must first 
ye to Ulster that Bishop O’Dwyer and Mr. 

ohn Dillon, M.P. (‘‘the Jacobins’’), do not 
represent any appreciable part of Irish public 
opinion. Bishop O’Dwyer’s latest fulmination 
only follows his previous writings, in which he 
asserts that Belgium has suffered nothing at the: 
hands of the Germans, thereby denyifig the 
truth of Cardinal Mercier’s Pastoral. Ireland's 
case is, indeed, -hopeless if this Prelate has any 
considerable few int. 

As to Mr. Dillon, his speech on the rebellion 
showed him in what I fear are his true colours. 
I am glad to observe, however, that he has the 
courage to denounce Dr. O'Dwyer as a 
“scurrilous” writer, which he most certainly 
is. The Irish public are aware that Mr. Dillon 
and Dr. O'Dwyer are” hostile to each

THE PAY OF THE R.1.C. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I would draw your attention to the 
reply given by the Chief Secretary to Mr. 
Thomas Lough in the House of Commons yes- 
terday, and published in the Jrish Times to- 
day, with reference to an increase of pay to the 
officers and men of the R.I.C. From the Chief 
Secretary's statement one would be led to 
believe that recently an improvement has been 
made in the pay of the R.1.C., whilst, as a 
matter of fact, only some members have re- 
ceived a slight benefit. The ' improvement " 
affected the pay of the rank and file, but only 
fourteen or fifteen officers of the third class 
received an increase of £15 yearly—i.c., from 
£120 per annum to £135 per annum. Ninety 
District Inspectors of the first class and an 
equal number of the second class received no 
benefit at all. The first class D.I.’s position is 
altered to enable him to reach his marimum 
pay in nine years instead of twelve years. 
These ' improvements “” in the pay of the Force 
were carried out because of the recommenda- 
tions of a Commission held prior to the war on 
the question of more pay. All of the recom- 
mendations have not been carried out. A very 
substantial improvement was to have taken 
place, but the Treasury could not sanction an 
increase. 

It is not necessary to refer to the increased 
cost of living. Who does not feel it? The man 
with the fixed salary feels it sorely, but how 
severely it presses on men whose pay was 80 
inadequate before the war as to necessitate its 
being enquired into can be better imagined 
than described. The Police Forces in Great 
Britain have received increasés of pay. No 
Commission of Enquiry was necessary to have a 
war bonus given to Post Office officials. War 


| bonuses or increases of pay, or sometimes both, 


have been given to members of other Govern- 
ment departments, railway companies, and 
business houses generally. The R.1.C. rank and 
file have received a war bonus of 3s. 6d. per 
week. The officers are to remain at rates of 
pay inadequate before the war, and to receive 


no bonus or other financial assistance. 


Successive Governments have applauded the 
R.I.C. since the Fenian rising. The efficiency 
and lovaliy of the Foree have even been re- 
cognised by a Coalition Government. The 


Hardinge Commission has poured its quantum of | 
authorities | 


praise. The responsible military 
have told the British people that the R.I.¢ 
have had an arduous task in keeping in check 
and in putting down rebellion, and that they 
earried out. their duties to the satie- 
faction of all; but the British Treasury con- 
siders it cheaper to pay for putting down 
rebellions than to pay its efficient police forces 
in Ireland. The members of the R.1I.C. have no 
votes. Consequently they have no power. They 
have no trade union. Combinations in a highiv 
disciplined force which are not in strict accord- 
ance with the reculations are forbidden. Have 
the RTC. no friends in Parliament? Have 
they alienated the sympathies of the Urionists 
because of their activities during the '' Ulster 
crisis,"’ and those of the Nationalists because of 
the repugnant duties performed during the

WHOLESALE POACHING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Strx,—Although this is only the 10th of 
August, I venture to say that considerable con- 
siguments of grouse will be en route to-night 
from County Mayo for the London market on 
the 12th. They will not, of course, be labelled 
“ Grouse.”” “ Rabbits,’’ “* Poultry (dead),”’ etc., 
look quite right. What a pity that such con- 
signments should get through! In this district 
deadly wark is done on the grouse from the 5th 
or 6th to the 12th. I dare say that it is as bad 
in other parts. Your accomplished poacher does 
all his grouse-shooting before the 12th. The 
srices are too low, he says, after that date. 
He then rests till his partridge season opens, 
about the 26th, or so. 

The early morning is his best time, bui to 
day and yesterday he has been at work all day. 
I Know one of this fraternity who returned from 
farm work in England a week or so ago for his 
little holiday on the es He, of course, has 
no game licence, though he shoots game and 
selis it all the year round. Others of the tribe 
do take out game licences, and proceed to shoot 
grouse to pay for them a week before the game 
season opens. Last year one of these was pro- 
secuted at Petty Sessions for shooting on pre- 
served lands on a Sunday before the 12th 
August. Grouse were found in his possession, 
me a small fine was imposed. These game 
licence-holding poachers are the very worst. 
The poor country yokel who takes out an un- 
licensed gun to have a pot-shot at a hare or @ 
curlew is harmless in comparison with these 
“ gentry.” 

But is it not a pity that something cannot be 
done to stop all this illegal shooting? The 
Revenue or Excise officers and the police, one 
should imagine, ought to be able to cope with 
the evil. Somehow, they do not seem to care. 
The respectable shooter is often asked for his 
licence, the poacher hardly ever. This year, 
with martial law in the country, and so many 
of Ireland's best sons fighting abroad; jt makes 
one’s blood boil to see and hear of these 
marauding loafers swooping over the bogs and 
mountains as if they owned the country, 
slaughtering half-fledged yrouse, when they 
should be ‘firing at the Huns. What makes one 
angrier still is to note the apathy of the repre- 
sentatives of law and order. They tolerate 
these pests, while a poor old man coming home 
with an ass-cart without a light is hailed before 
the magistrates and fined. ve Royal Irish 
Constabulary could stop it all"In a year if they 
were encouraged.— Yours, etc.,

UNIFORM TIME.

Sin,—As I take in your paper regularly, I 
notice with surprise its advocacy of the equal- 
isation of er and Irish time after the Ist 
of October, when, to the relief of all the agri- 
cultural community, the present ill-judged 
change of time will expire. It is to be hoped 
that all the Irish members will unite in - 
ing this equalisation of time in the interests of 
farming in general. Farmers are handicapped 
enough by the experiment of the so-called Bay- 
light Saving Act. In hay-making they have lost 
one hour in the morning shift, as the dew lies 
so long-on the grass, and they have also lost an 
hour in the afternoon shifts, as work ceases an 
hour earlier in the driest part of the day. This 
ractically means quarter day lost each day in 
aying, and it will be worse in harvest as the 
morning dews will lie longer, as the sun rises 
later, and its more slanting raya have less dry- 
ing power. Had we had English time, be- 
ginning 25 minutes sooner, the loss this summer 
would have been some three hours per day out 
of ten vores See.
